“The Taste That Will Take You Away” 
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THE SAILOR, THE COWBOY, THE 
BABE, AND THE BLONDE: the cartoons 
of Ronald Reagan. 

an essay by Walter Formwalt, 
American Studies, Amaron College. 


Cartoons and comics are an especially 
American artform. As is the case with other 
manifestations of our native genius, car- 
toons and comics are thought of far more 
highly abroad than here at home. 

This is not a new phenomenon. Literary 
history tells us that Henry James, Robert 
Frost, T.S. Eliot, and Ernest Hemingway all 
had to leave America to seek recognition 
before achieving a measure of fame here. 

Similarly, the Europeans have an un- 
bounded appetite for American cartoon and 
comic art, while back in the States, the art of 
cartoons is relegated to bathroom reading or 
pablum for the playpen. How insecure 
Americans must be to be so blind to the 
fearful symmetries and strange delights of 
our indigenous artform, cartoons. 

One has to wonder then, what will be 
made of the latest-contribution to the body 
of work that is American cartooning? The 
cartoon I refer to is reprinted here (Figure 
1). Many of you will ask how a single sheet 
of paper upon which is sketched four simple 
figures could possibly cause such turmoil in 
the press and such excitement in the artistic 
community? Note the letterhead. The White 
House! Yes, the cartoonist we are about to 
consider is none other than the highest 
Official in all the land, President Ronald W. 
Reagan. 


But is it Art? 


It’s only natural that this development 
would appall the effete, intellectual snob 
who presumes that only degenerates and 
morons draw and read cartoons. 

Now, with the publication of President 
Reagan’s work, we have something 
altogether different on our hands. That this 
man (so ordinary in speech and behavior, 
yet who occupies so extraordinary a position 
in our daily lives) should suddenly start 
drawing cartoons is, of course, baffling. 
Hence, it our duty to assess these new works 
of art—for that is what I contend they are— 
and to assess the man from whose gnarled

The Significance 
of Insignificance 


Cartoons of the sort Mr. Reagan draws 

have no overt political significance. They 
are not especially pleasing to the untrained 
eye, nor do they titillate or amuse. How 
could the entertainment industry, for 
example, categorize these figures, and, once 
they were categorized, how could the figures 
be packaged and marketed? Can the 
cowboy sell designer jeans? Can the Sailor 
sell Old Spice deodorant? Can the Baby sell 
Ivory soap? Can the Blonde sell Oil of Olay? 
No, these simple, almost lifeless drawings 
escape any real commercial application. 
_ Furthermore, they are devoid of erotic 
interest. Ask yourselves this: are the Sailor 
and Cowboy images of men’s men? Is the 
Baby a polymorphously perverse image 
from the center of our collective un- 
conscious? Is the Blonde a playgirl? I think 
not. I am happy to say that these images 
originated in another, far simpler time when 
Mr. Reagan was a child, and sO cannot 
grafity our degraded tastes in the erotic. 


Above all else, these cartoons are not 
funny. No humor justifies their appearance 
here or anywhere, nor does it explain their 
juxtaposition. This then is the dilemma 
Those who have considered Cartooning an 
amusement for buffoons must now consider 


something new.and startling: the very first 
post-modern expressionist cartoon—not as 
erotica, mot as entertainment, not as 
commercialism. These sketchy and yet 
strangely memorable figures are art. Wait, 
make that Art with a capital ‘‘A!”’ Never 
before have so many Americans had the 
chance to make so much of so little at such 
length and for no apparent purpose. These 
four figures from the pen of President 
Reagan represent nothing less than the raw, 
unmediated expression of his unconscious, 
To know these drawings is to know the 
mind and soul of Ronald Reagan. 


Now this may be a disturbing thought for 
some. Yet, as disturbing as these drawings 
may be, let us not flinch from considering 
them in all their significance as the first 
signal of the coming revolution in visual 
communication. These drawings, I feel, may 
well be the first significant American 
contribution to the art of the 21st Century, 
and that century has not yet begun! 


The Babe 


Note the odd inconsistency of the Babe’s 
ears, (Fig. 2). One ear is a fully-formed 
semi-circle while the other is little more than 
a blotch. How exciting it is to see a 
technique as daring and bold as this is! The 
Babe’s nose is a nut-shaped squiggle. His 
eyebrows are jaunty triangular checkmarks. 
His collar is constructed of wavering semi- 
circles .surrounding the pear-shaped head 
that blooms like a flower opening to the 
honeybee, an image of fertility from whence 


all babies must 


come. Yet this Babe has his 
star! OF fertility, and that is the 
8, insouciant Strand of hair that 


(lied fom the top of his pointed little 
attempt W some may feel that this is aM 
ieee at humor by Mr. Reagan, who 

ys an abundance of lush, dark hair and 


thus might be inclined to make fun of others 
less fortunate. I, however, prefer to think 
that the strand of hair is celebratory, an 
enquiry into the mysteries of regeneration. 
The Babe is also the single most joyful 
creation of Mr. Reagan’s as yet limited body 
of work. I believe that this joyfulness 
supports my contention that the Babe 
illustrates the sweetness of life and not its 
Sorrow. 


The Sailor 


On the other hand, the Sailor regards us 
with solemn detachment, as if standing at 
attention on guard removed from the or- 
dinary round of everyday life by duty. Here 
the features of the human face have been 
reduced to their most elemental components 
(Fig. 3). The squinting eyes, the severe 
mouth, the high cheekbones are but a series 


of vicious slashes upon paper. Don’t mess 
with this dude, he seems to say. In a word, it 
is duty that typifies the Sailor. Yet sailors 
are. renowned for their sexual prowess. 
Small wonder that the next figures should be 
the Blonde! 


The Blonde 


The Blonde (Fig. 4) is an example of the 
ultimate feminine ideal, and as such she 
escapes the rigidity of the Sailor or the 
fruitful softness of the Babe. We feel that 
the Blonde is wistful, vulnerable, yet 
dignified. Her cheekbone, alas, appears to 
be slipping down one side of her face. 
Perhaps this reflects Mr. Reagan’s 


rudimentary grasp of anatomy, or else, as I 
would contend, it expresses his deep insight 
into the inevitablity of aging and the toll the 
years take on us. The withering of great 


beauty is an obsession in our fashion- 
minded culture, and no one can be more 
aware of this than Mr. Reagan, once a great 
beauty himself. Now, he too has suffered a 


noticeable slippage of his once firm and | 


glossy flesh. So must we all. 


The Cowboy 


Finally, we have the Cowboy. This is the 
image of frontier America. The somewhat 
perilous and menacing image is further 
enhanced by the sinister moustache that 


adorns the Cowboy’s upper lip, (Fig. 5). 
Obviously, we have in Mr. Reagan a man 
who understands the nature of evil and the 
dark side of the American spirit. 


Doodle on, 


Mr. President! 


Here then we have a cross-section of the 
American psyche expressed without illusion 
or cynicism. We have a primitive yet 
profound visual representation of birth, 
beauty, fertility, villainy, honor, duty, and 
aging. One can only hope Mr. Reagan 
continues to doodle so assiduously at his 
many Cabinet meetings yet to come. For 
here we have found the soul of our age, the 
mind that can encompass our diversity and 
common purpose. His is the pen that has 
captured us all in a few, swift, simple lines.
